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SUPPLEMENTAL OFFICE ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the combined cited prior art of Lomp (US Pat 6,697,350), Garmonov et 
al (US Pat 6,510,173), Park et al (US Pat 6,459,693) and Nieczyporowicz et al (US Pat 
7,099,372) discloses generating orthogonal codes in a quasi-synchronous CDMA 
environment that also utilize TDD and correlation vectors, they fail to teach or suggest 
fairly performing bitwise XOR-ing with all the balanced vectors determined in 
determining the balanced vectors of length N, being all possible cross-correlation vectors 
resulting from zero cross-correlation of codes of length N.
